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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Newquay  Urban  District  for  the  year 
1966. 


While  it  would  be  foolish  to  be  complacent,  one  must  feel 
some  satisfaction  in  the  positive  indications  of  the  good  health  of 
the  community.  Apart  from  the  death  of  one  infant  shortly  after  birth 
there  were  no  deaths  among  children  or  young  adults  during  the  year. 
Infectious  diseases  showed  a  rise  from  the  previous  year  in  the  number 
of  measles  patients,  but  the  sharp  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery  which 
had  broken  out  towards  the  end  of  the  previous  year  was  soon  brought 
to  an  end  early  in  1966.  Other  infectious  disease  was  almost  absent. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  has  contributed  most  of 
the  facts  dealing  with  the  Sanitary  Circumstances.  It  will  be  seen 
by  the  number  and  variety  of  premises  inspected,  the  frequent 
sampling  of  food  and  water  supplies  and  the  100%  inspection  of  meat 
slaughtered  in  the  district,  that  the  health  of  the  Tourist  Industry, 
a  main  source  of  income,  depends  in  no  small  measure  on  the  vigilance 
of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

Extra  services,  contributing  in  a  positive  way  to  the 
health  of  the  community,  have  been  brought  into  being  during  1966. 

The  Cervical  Smear  Clinics  were  started  early  in  the  year,  and 
through  the  good  offices  of  the  Hospital  Board  and  the  Matron  of  the 
Newquay  and  District  Hospital  regular  sessions  were  soon  being  held 
at  the  hospital  out  patient  department.  In  the  beginning  a  shortage 
of  laboratory  technical  staff  caused  delay  in  dealing  with  applicants, 
but  fairly  soon  improvement  in  technical  training  allowed  an  increase 
in  sessions  and  soon  the  waiting  list  was  steadily  shortened.  It 
was  soon  realised  that  the  scope  of  the  clinics  could  be  extended,  and 
urine  testing  to  check  for  possible  diabetes,  and  breast  examination 
to  check  for  any  condition  requiring  treatment  were  included  with  the 
smear  test.  It  was  fortunate  that  the  services  of  a  lady  doctor, 
who  was  attached  to  the  Family  Planning  Association  could  be  obtained 
for  these  sessions. 

In  1966  arrangements  were  made  for  regular  visits  of  the 
Mass  Radicgraphy  Unit  on  alternate  Wednesdays.  The  Urban  Council, 
by  providing  a  suitable  parking  site  for  the  Unit  contributed  in  no 
small  measure  to  the  establishment  of  these  regular  visits.  There 


is  little  doubt  that  many  more  people  have  been  X  rayed  as  a  result 
of  the  frequent  appearances  of  the  unit. 

An  extra  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  was  started  in  Crantock 
by  the  Health  Visitor  in  the  second  half  of  the  year.  This  soon 
proved  popular  with  the  mothers  of  that  part  of  the  Urban  District 
and  attendances  have  continued  to  increase. 

I  must  thank  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their 
cooperation  and  help,  and  I  must  particularly  thank  your  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for 
their  assistance  at  all  times. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  thanks 
to  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  lively  interest  in  all 
matters  of  Health  and  their  unfailing  courtesy.

llev.quay  is  essentially  a  holiday  town  and  the  tourist  trade 
is  the  major  industry.  The  urban  district  has  much  to  offer  the 
visitor,  both  in  natural  surroundings  and  in  climatic  conditions.  The 
rural  countryside  which  encloses  the  town  inland  consists  of  agricult¬ 
ural  land  where  both  arable  and  dairy  farming  are  carried  out.  On  the 
seaward  side  Newquay  is  fortunate  to  possess  several  beaches  of  quite 
outstanding  beauty  which  prove  an  evergrowing  attraction  to  visitors. 
The  climate  is  mild  but  bracing,  the  rainfall  averages  34  inches  per 
year,  and  temperatures  51°F. 

Mr.  F.J.  Harris,  the  Council’s  Meteorological  Observer  has 
again  very  kindly  supplied  the  information  shown  in  the  table.  It 
will  be  noted  that  although  the  rainfall  was  a  little  higher  than  the 
average,  the  hours  of  sunshine  were  also  a  little  higher.

Columb  Minor.  The  attendances  at  these  clinics 
are  very  good,  and  the  fact  that  the  only  death  in 
the  first  year  of  life  occurred  50  minutes  after 
birth,  speaks  well  for  the  services  of  the  General 
Practitioners,  the  Nurses  and  Health  Visitors  and 
is  a  striking  tribute  to  the  care  and  attention  of 
the  parents.  Mention  has  previously  been  made  of  the 
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Crantock  clinic* 


HOME  HELP  SERVICE  Home  help  was  provided  in  37  homes,  26  being  new 

families  during  the  year*  The  home  help  establishment 
corresponds  to  3  full  time  home  helps*  The  provision 
of  service  during  the  summer  months  proves  difficult, 
due  to  the  demand  for  female  labour  by  the  Tourist 
Industry.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 


WATER 

As  was  mentioned  in  the  report  for  1965,  the  end  of  March  1966 
duly  heralded  the  cessation  of  the  provision  of  water  to  Newquay  Urban 
District  by  the  Newquay  and  District  Water  Company.  This  Company  was 
replaced  in  this  function  by  the  recently  formed  North  and  Mid  Cornwall 
Water  Board,  with  offices  at  Hill  Road,  Wadebridge,  telephone  number 


— ’ll— 


Wadebridge  214B/9  during  office  hours  and  Freefone  Cornwall  914  otherwise. 

The  Board  provides  a  mains  supply  to  all  but  10  of  the  town's 
dwelling  houses,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  small  number  will  be  included 
in  the  near  future. 

In  spite  of  the  seasonal  increase  in  population  and  consequently 
in  demand  there  is  no  shortage  of  water. 

Frequent  sampling  of  the  water  from  the  mains  and  prior  to 
going  into  supply  is  carried  out  by  the  water  undertakers,  and  the 
Newquay  Health  Department.  The  samples  numbered  97  by  the  Water 
Board  and  90  by  the  Public  Health  Department,  all  samples  proved 
satisfactory. 

There  is  no  plumbo  solvent  action  in  the  mains  water.  Fluori¬ 
dation  has  not  yet  been  instituted. 

BATHING  POOLS 


The  owners  of  hotels  in  the  District  seem  to  like  the  idea 
of  having  their  own  private  bathing  pools  and  there  are  now  nine  in 
existence  and  others  contemplated. 

Visits  are  made  and  tests  are  carried  out  to  ensure  proper 
chlorination  of  the  water  In  these  pools. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  Trencreek  and  Forth  areas  of  the  town  are  now  sewered 
and  the  main  sewer  from  Edgcumbe  Avenue  area  to  the  Trethellan  area 
is  in  process  of  renewal  and  enlargement. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  Porth  Valley  and  Watergate  areas  are 
to  be  properly  sewered  shortly,  and  that  West  Pentire  may  be  sewered 
into  Crantock*s  scheme. 

The  town  sewers  must  cope  with  a  large  summer  population 
and  so  this  small  town  has  a  large  capacity  waste  water  disposal  system. 

STREAM  POLLUTION 

Most  of  the  pollution  of  Trenance  stream  (which  flows  into 
the  baoting  lake  and  so  into  the  Gannel  estuary)  has  been  overcome. 
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but  there  still  remains  the  water  splash  at  Trevenson  where  vehicles 
are  washed  regularly,  as  well  as  some  land  drainage,.  This  stream 
received  chlorine  treatment  in  the  Trenance  Bowling  Green  area  and 
samples  of  stream  and  lake  water  taken  during  the  year  have  shown  great 
improvement  on  samples  of  former  years. 

Watergate  stream  is  now  heavily  chlorinated  and  the  proposed 
sewage  treatment  works  and  sewerage  of  this  area  are  looked  for  at  an 
early  date. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  are  under  the  control  of 
the  Council’s  Surveyor.  A  very  long  haul  is  now  necessary  to  reach 
the  tip  being  used  at  present  but  this  land  may  eventually  be  used 
for  agricultural  purposes. 

The  paper  bag  system  of  storage  and  collection  is  now  in 
use  throughout  the  town. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

11  ™  '  1  '  11  -amrncm^mm  * 

Improvements  are  in  hand  for  several  blocks  of  public 
conveniences  and  together  with  the  new  buildings  at  the  railway 
station,  should  be  in  use  for  the  19&7  season. 

Following  the  views  expressed  by  some  women’s  organistaions 
in  the  town  there  have  been  installed  women’s  urinals  at  the  new 
conveniences  at  the  railway  station,  and  here  also  showers  will  be 
installed.  It  will  be  very  interesting  to  know  if  the  need  for  this 
equipment  is  great  or  small. 

No  turnstyles  are  in  use  in  any  of  the  Council’s  public 
conveniences.

RABBIT  CONTROL 


The  Council  is  a  member  of  the  St.  Columb  and  District  Rabbit 
Clearance  Society,  and  during  the  year  effort  has  been  made  to  reduce 
the  numbers  of  rabbits  infesting  the  Council’s  open  spaces  and  other 
properties. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  employs  a  full  time  Rodent  Operative,  who  is 
active  throughout  the  year  in  answering  complaints  where  rats  have  been 
suspected  as  being  present  and  also  assists  to  exterminate  beetles,  wasps 
and  other  pests. 

INSECT  PESTS 


A  charge  is  made  when  insect  pests  are  dealt  with  on  business 
premises  but  in  ordinary  households  a  free  service  of  insect  extermination 
is  carried  out. 

Several  infestations  by  vermin  were  dealt  with  during  the  year, 
some  of  them  on  caravan  sites  where  it  is  sometimes  difficult  to  work. 

HOUSING

Abattoir  Company  Limited,  and  animals  are  slaughtered  for  food  every 
day,  including  Sundays,  Most  of  the  meat  goes  to  London  for  sale, 
only  about  5%  coming  into  Newquay  butcher  shops,

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  now  almost  always  combined  in 
infancy  with  protection  against  whooping  cough  and  tetanus.  In  school 
reinforcing  doses  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  prophylactics  are  given  at 
entry  and  again  about  9  years  of  age,  occasionally  tetanus  only  may  be 
given  if  missed  at  an  earlier  age.

TUBERCULOSIS 

There  was  one  death  from  Tuberculosis  during  1966,  but  this 
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death  occurred  in  the  over  75  age  group  and  tuberculosis  could  scarcely 
be  blamed  for  hastening  death  in  any  measure.  The  number  on  the  Register 
has  now  dropped  from  41  in  19&5  to  35  at  the  31st  December,  1966. 

Apart  from  the  one  death,  the  fall  in  number  is  due  to  steady  clearing  up 
of  the  disease. 

Regular  visiting  of  cases  is  carried  out  and  examination  of 
contacts  of  new  cases  and  existing  cases  occurs  at  regular  intervals. 
Prophylactic  measures  have  been  taken  by  offering  B.C.G.  vaccination  to 
school  children  over  a  period  of  years.  This  vaccination  provides 
protection  against  the  disease  during  a  period  of  life  when  the  subject 
is  vulnerable.  When  first  started  in  Cornwall  the  selected  age  group  was 
moved  to  the  eleven  year  old  children.  The  schools  where  vaccination 
is  carried  out  are  Treviglas  C.S.,  Tretherras  C.S.  and  the  Grammar. 

The  following  table  gives  the  number  of  children  tested  and  the  number 
who  received  vaccination.  Several  children  who  were  skin  tested  had 
previously  received  B.C.G.  vaccination  in  infancy  as  contacts  of  the 
disease  and  those  showing  a  positive  protective  reaction  were  not 
vaccinated.
